With this Noble Peer he continued till the days' of 4bdica- 
zion: bur then the greater Buntings' all raking wing, this 
young unfledged Squab was left behind 5 and” whether too 
ſhame: fac'd ( if. I wrong him not in laying ſhame to his 
charge). to return to! his Maſter ; or for what other reaſons

This coutinued above half a year, 
without one” penny Payment from the Country Gentleman, 
the Brother ; though continual fair words and promiſes were 
never wanting, and ſeveral very extravagant Letters came on 
that occaſion, ſome whereof are as follows. | 


The firſt Letter. March 7. 1691 


Madam, | 
I Am almofFt half diftrafted that T bave thus been forced to 

diſappoint you ; Which I am moFt heartily aſhamed of: My 
Banker to whom I committed the care of receiving. two hundred 
Pounds, on Tueſday laft, T fear is gone off, I have been every 
day ths week to meet him but can never find him within : He ſent 
me word he would be with me this morning, but is not come, nor is 
' he at his own houſe, which grieves me much ; for I have not only 
diſappointed you but others; but 7 am reſolved if poſſible to find 
him, but whether 1 do or not, at the bezinning of the next week I 
ſhall receive two hundred Pounds more, and then you ſhail com- 
mand what you pleaſe of me , aud now if your neceſſities are great, 
T am contented to pawn ſome things for you: for I do proteſt [ 
have not by me twenry Shillings, by realon I thought my Money 
ſafe in that fellows hands ; but if it is not much to your prejudice, 
I ſhall bear my loſs the more contented, for I am aſhamed to ſee 


you till T bring your Money. |

397. 17s, And another of 20/} From whence the 1(t of April 
following, he was by Habeas Corpus removed to the Xings- 
Bench. 

But he ſtaid not there long, for he made hard ſhift (his 
credit being not quite crackt) to get bail ſoon ater.
